DETAILED ACTION 



ProSe

The drawings are objected to because they are not numbered since there seems to be two 
different figures on the sheet and a few words thereon are misspelled. Corrected drawing sheets 
in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application.

Claim Rejections - 35 JJSC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

The Claim is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which 
it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. For example, paragraph [0003] 
discloses banding Tip to touch the Base part into a ring configuration but does not clearly 
describe the structure of the Tip and to Base in such a way that would allow the two parts to band 
into a ring. Furthermore, it is confusing to understand how to release the ring by simply pull the 
Tip to open the ring. 
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The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

The Claim is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as failing to set forth the 
subject matter which applicant(s) regard as their invention. The claim(s) are narrative in form 
and replete with indefinite and functional or operational language. The structure which goes to 
make up the device must be clearly and positively specified. The structure must be organized 
and correlated in such a manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be 
in one sentence form only.
